M. Stambuliwsky Is Said to

Command the Republican
Army of 40,000 Men

Copenhagen, Nov. 2—King Boris »f
Rulgarin, who sscended the throne on
Oct, 3, hue abdieated.

A peasant government has been estab-
lished at Tirnova under the leadership of
M. Stambuliwsky, who has been the chief
of the peasants and agrarians of Bul-
garin for some time.

M. Stambuliwsky, who is reported to
be the head of the new government in
Bulgaria, is sald to be in command of &
republican army of 40,000 men, according
to & Zurich dispateh to the Central News.
